Ho stated further that Toshida has 
done well as the Occupation Premier of Japan and is now at the peak of his 
political popularity but that recent liberal eoonomlc policies, electric poser 
shortage,, and the prevalence of corruption In the Government will cause his 
popularity to fall. Admiral Nosura stated that a change in Japan's political 
leadership is likely, but that he knows of no leader powerful enough to raplasi 
Toshida. When, asked whether HAXAIAMA is a likely euooessor he replied that 
this recently dspurged politician is a aide mmu 

In discussing economic matters Admiral Nomura said that Xr* Lodge's visit 
is good medicine for Japan which must suppress inflation and stabilise herself 
i economically. He also stated that Prims Minister Toshida, whose Liberal Party 
j traditionally is pro-big business and seems in favor of inflation and easy 
money, can not be pleased with Dodge's visit. t ' !• 
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
